The Greeley Heller Expedition. 
Sr. Jouns, N. F., September 13. 
E. A. Garlington, the commander 
of one of the Greeley relief ships, the 
Yantic, reports to the United States 
signal office, that the object of the ex- 
pedition had proved a total failure. 
The Proteus was crushed in an ice 
pack in Smith’s Sound on the 23d of 
July, and the officers and crew reached 
Upernavick in open boats, where they 
were found by the Yantic on the 2d 
inst. The weather being cold, the 
crew of the Proteus suffered consid- 
erably during their 30 days passage to 
Upernavick. Enough provisions were 
saved from the wreck, in good order, 
for the use of the Proteus crew, as well 
as a considerable quantity which was 
cached for the Greeley party, should 
any of them pass that way. 
Riot Among Coal Miners. 
READING, Pa., September 14. 
A dispatch from Hazelton says a 


fearful riot took place there late yes- | 


terday, at a coal mine of Upper Le- 
high. A number of miners were dis- 
charged and they threatened to destroy 
the company’s property. The con- 
stabulary were called out, and a fear- 
ful fight, with pistols, occurred. A 
woman named Hurting was struck by 
a ball and instantly killed; a girl of 6 
years of age was instanily killed. 
Police Captain Haines was shot 
through the head. Nine miners were 
arrested and eleven revolvers were 
found on them. A number of men 
were slightiy wounded, and several 
officers were badiy hurtin making the 
final charge in capturing the rioters.

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A ditional details of the rioting in 
Cantbn Monday last: The trouble 
. caused by a quarrel between some. 
Chinese and Portngese workmen on 
the quay... During the latter part of 
the riot some of the merchants armed 
themselves to protect. their property. 
The party consisted of nine Germans 
and three English, who fired into the 
mob, killing fle Chinese and 
wounding many more. The arrival 
of the Chinese troops finally checked 
the mob, and now two British, one 
French and five Chinese gunboats 
are’ moored in the river abreast the 
foreign settlement, 

The Chinese posted a placard on the 
wall of the city, applauding the ac- 
tion of the populace, and calling upon 
them to kill the Europeans at every 
opportunity which presented itself, 
Ditferent Consuls at Canton adniit 
that the situation is very serious, and’ 
the future of the Huropean colony is 
gloomy in the extreme, theré being 
almost an open war between the na- 
tive and foreign elements.. The 
houses burned by the mob included 
ten English, one American, two Ger- 
man and one French. The Cousals 
forwarded to the Viceroy an identical 
note, holding him answerable for the 
destruction of property, because he 
failed to promptly send troops when 
advised of the the disorder. Those of 
the mob wha were eaught in the act of 
plundering property, and the Portu- 
guese, who were the immediate cause 
of the outbreak, are now imprisoned 
at the British Consulate. 


Another Battie in Anam. 
Hone Kone, September 14. 
A battle has taken place between the 

French forces and the Black flags last- 
ing eight hours. The engagement 
took piace between Honoi and Soutay 
near the Red River. The French 
are reported as having lost two officers 
and 50 men; the loss of the black flags 
is estimated at between 500 and 600. 
Hanoi is the town where the French 
have veen holding a garrison since the 
previous engagement at Sontay, await- 
ing reinforcements. It is probable 
from the tenor of the above 
dispatch, that the Black flags, 
whose headquarters are at 
Baeminh, to the northeast of Honoi, 
have determined to recapture Sontay 
from the French, who have kept gun- 
boats there for the last fortnight. 
While en route across the delta from 
Bacminli they were met by the French 
from Hanot, to ‘intercept them, the 
above battle being the result. 

Another Account. 

Lonvon, Sept. 14. 
The French accounts of the battle 

with the black flags, state that Satur- 
day, September Ist, the French forces 
from Honoia, advanced within 12 
miles of Sontay, where the enemy was 
found in a casemate, upon’ which the 
fire of the French.fleet had no effect. 
After three days of hard fighting the 
French troops, aided by a vy fire 
from the fleet under Admiral Donet, 
carried the enemy’s works at the point 
of the bayonet, capturing two towns 
and-two black standards. The French 
loss was two officers and 14 men killed 
and three officers and 40 men wounded. 
Alter the victory Admiral Donet with- 
drew his fleet to Honoia to await rein- 
forcements, len ving 300 meh to hold 
tue captured towus.

Tue grapes are of three sorts, 
the Muscat, Black Hamburg and 
Mission, They grow in large 
bunches, close together: They are 
firm, juicy and sweet; and we do not 
hesitate to say that they are superior 
to similar grapes raised in Califor- 
nia. Mr. Irwiu raised three tons of 
grapes this season. He says the. 
can be raised anywhere else in Ne 
vada as well ‘as in Dackwater. The 
peackes are fine and superior to those 
of California. As a rule larger and 
finer looking fruit is grown in Cali 
fornia than in Nevada, but it is the

| In digging s well on the sight of old. 

Fort Recovery, Ohio, recently, a piece 
of hickory elm about a foot in diameter 
was found nine feet under ground, on 
whice was a metal plate bearing the in- 
\seription: ‘Flagstaff of 1793. Erected 
by General Anthony Wayne at Fort Re- 
covery, Ohio, where General St. Olair 
was defeated in 1791. 

The Enterprise says among the 
things placed in the corner-stone of the 
District Court House, at Hawthorne, 
was a horned toad, all alive and in 
‘fine order. The toad was placed in 
the stone at the suggestion of the 
Superintendent of the Mount Cory 
mine, who said he was curious to see 
whether it would be alive at the end 
of 500 years, when he was just put - 
ting up a blower and fixing to cross- 
cat on his 10,000 foot level.“

It is the intention of the 
purchasers to expend $175,000 at-pres- 
ent in erecting a hotel and ‘fftting up 
the grounds in a suitable manner, and 
next Spring will run a line of coaches 
from the Oregon Short Line Railway 
to the Falls and and prepare to give the 
tourist the best possible inducements 
to resort to Shoshone, making it the 
Niagara of the West, 


A company has been formed at 
Billings, Montana, with a capital 
stock of $10,000 to test the possibility 
of sinking artesian wells in that lo 
cality, and thus far is meeting with 
good success. A local paper speak- 
ing of the enteprise says: We feel 
that our citizens and our town’ are 
entitled to considerable praise for the 
enterprise aiid spirit displayed in this 
matter, and if we succeed we will 
have solved the problem of a water 
supply for thé arid lands of Eastern 
Montana, and the Yellowstone Valley 
particularly, for with plenty of water 
the desert shall verily blcssom as the 
rose.”
